2. Claims 1 -9, 16-31 and 38 - 41 are allowed. 

Referring to claims 1, 16, 23 and 38, the innovative limitation that distinguishes 
the Applicant's claim is the metavariable, which is treated as a single variable containing 
data cumulative of variable for each parameter (see Specification [page 4, lines 18 - 
19], Remarks 3/26/2008 [page 8, line 14 - page 10, line 2] and Fig. 1), a metavariable 
table (see Specification [page 6, lines 8 - 13] and Remarks 3/26.2008 [page 10, lines 3 
- 20]) and the transmission of the metavariable (see Remarks 3/26/2008 [page 10, lines 
11-20]).
